IXINDON (UPI) — Highi- 
wing Jeader Enoch Powell 
called on the British govern¬ 
ment Monday to pay one mil¬ 
lion Asian and African im¬ 
migrants $1,700 each tg leave 
Britain. 

The controversial former 
Conservative Member of Par¬ 
liament, who caused a politi¬ 
cal uproar in Britain eight 
years ago by predicting 
“rhers of blood” unless im¬ 
migration were halted, said 
Jddespread violence could be 


avoided only “by removing its 
iwt cause.” 

In a speech to the right- 
wing Conservative Qub at 
Croydon, Powell said paying a 
million immigrants £1,000 
each to go to their countries 
of origin would represent over 
five years ”no more than 200 
million pounds ($340 million) 
a year.” 

"The catastrophe of wide¬ 
spread violence, entrenched 
in a divided community, can 
be averted only in the w'ay 
that other apiirehended 


catastmphes can be averted; 
namely, by removing its root 
cause,” Powell said. 

“That root gause is the^ 
e.xisting magnitude of the 
Asian and African 'population 
and the certainty of the con¬ 
tinuing future increase in that 
iKipulation, proportionately to 
the re^t, which is inherent in 
its present magnitude and 
composition. 

"It follows that there is no 
escape except by way of such

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Ford accepted the 
rasignatioif of his agriculture 
secretary Monday and told re¬ 
porters parting with Earl 
Butz was “one of the saddest 
decisions of my presidency." 

The resignation -followed a 
weekend of controversy over 
an obscene racial slur uttered 
last August following the Re¬ 
publican National. Convention 
and traced to Butz last week. 

'Fhe episode has become an 
issue in Ford’s election cam¬ 


paign and brought numerous 
demands from politicians in 
both parties that Butz be 
fired. 

Democratic presidential no¬ 
minee Jimmy Carter, cam¬ 
paigning in Denver, said Butz 
should have been fired Imme¬ 
diately and that Ford’s han¬ 
dling of the situation shows 
lack of leadership. 

Both Butz and Ford said the 
resignation is occasioned sole¬ 
ly by the off-eolor story about 
blacks and does not fnean any 


x^hange of farm ixdicy on the 
part of the administration. 

“This is the price I pay for 
a gross indiscretion in a pri¬ 
vate conversation,” Butz told 
reporters in the White House 
press room following a pri¬ 
vate meetiag with Ford.

There were numerous other 
important issues which should 
take precedence over bilin¬ 
gualism in Canada, the pre¬ 
mier said. 

Bennett, who returned this 
week from a two-day pre¬ 
miers’ conference In Toronto, 
said a bilingualism program 
should apply differently in 
various regions across the 
country. 

A bilingualism program in 
B.C., for example, shouldn’t 
|■)e api)Iied in the same man¬ 
ner as it would in Quebec, he 
said, and a rigid oVer-all pro¬ 
gram for the tountry wouldn’t 
work. 

Concept okay 

B.C. agrees with the con¬ 
cept of a dual-language cul¬ 
ture, he said, but “we just 
don’t have a large group of 
people w-hose mother tongue 
is French within the bounda¬ 
ries of British Columbia.” 

It would be unfair to the 
ta.xpayer, therefore, to .spend 
the exort)ltant amounts of 
money on bilingualism pro- 
gi'ams in B.C. when the mo¬ 
ney could be better used in a 
province with more French- 
speaking Canadians, the pre¬ 
mier said.

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A hopeless task 


H IS "LAY IT ON THE LINE" speech to federal 
Liberals in Toronto on the we^end shows how 
far Prime Minister Trudeau has lost touch with reality 
if, in fact, he ever really has had an understanding of 
what makes people tick. 

In sombre tones, the prime minister tells party 
stalwarts what they long have been worrying about: 
there could be a breaking-up of confederation with 
signs of growth of the Quebec separatism movement. 

He says the day can be saved by the Liberal Party 
undertaking an immediate rebuilding of its forces 
throughout the country. At that, he says, it could be too 
late: .. perhaps there is not that much time" to 

head off the split. 

He points to the weakness of the party outside of 
Quebec and Ontario. And even Ontario Liberals should 
abandon short-term tactics to bolster their popularity, 
and turn to more important things. 

The bigger issues, Mr. Trudeau points out. and 
rightfully so. are his bilingualism and anti-inflation 
policies. 

It IS these two things on which the prime minister 
voices what amounts to an ultimatum that Liberals 
throughout the country concentrate on to find support 
and save the party from the prospects of being the one 
in power at the time of the end of Canada as it is now 
made up. 

Mr. Trudeau tells his party members: ‘ We are out 


of touch with a large section of the grass roots, 
especially west of the Ontario-Manitoba border. In 
many parts of the country we exist as a third party." 

He doesn’t seem to realize why this is so, though, 
with his insistence that there be no playing-down of his 
government’s commitment to the two things that are 
so disturbing to most Canadians. 

There is no suggestion of changes in either of the 
courses that have been laid down, no backing-off in any 
way on the two-languages program which his own man 
in charge says is not working, nor on price and wac[e 
controls which may be helping to bring down inflation 
to a slight degree but to which there is increasing 
feelings of bitterness over the inconsistencies of their 
administration. 

The Liberal Parly Is in serious trouble, as the 
prime minister says, but he is not helping matters one 
bit by stubbornly refusing to face facts. On the 
rontrary, his attempt to frighten the people into going 
all of the way with him, although some Canadians are 
coming around to the view that perhaps it would be 
best for Quebec to go it alone, makes the rebuilding of 
Liberal support a hopeless task. 

There will be those who will see in the prime 
minister's speech a writing-off by Mr. Trudeau of his 
chances to remain as head of 'the party and 
government. 


The noise of music 


T^HE VILLAGE COUNCIL of Lakefield, Ont., has 
^ approved an anti-noise bylaw which probably 
will serve not so much to limit noise as to illustrate 
how difficult it is to make effective rules to eliminate 
unpleasant sounds. 

The bylaw is one of three newly passed One 
makes it illegal to throw refuse on the village streets 
and sidewalks. Another requires that a person move on 
if asked by a policeman to do so. Fair enough, perhaps. 

But the anti-noise bylaw throws out the good with 
the bad. It prohibits yelling, shouting, hooting, and 
driving a clattering vehicle over smooth pavement — 
and also whistling, singing and playing musical 


instruments (with the exception of military bands on 
duty). It even has a section that is really for the birds: 
it limits the times in which they may sing. 

The author of the bylaw obviously had his tongue 
in his cheek. But we think he made his point. How do 
you rule out the cawing of the crow while permitting 
the pure music of the robin? How do you differentiate 
between mellow and shrill whistling? How do you 
permit cheering and ban hooting? 

The qualities of sound other than loudness often 
make the difference between pleasure and pain. 

Now take the playing of the bagpipes . . .

If there was a television 
ajdience of a hundred million 
or more for this first en¬ 
counter, it will certainly fall 
off for the second go-round in 
San Francisco this Wednesday. 

Then they are due to talk 
about defence and foreign 
policy and what each man will 
say is entirely predictable.

President Ford will cham¬ 
pion his record defence budget 
and do a little pre-Halloween 
scare about the threat of com¬ 
munism and the need to keep 
America No. 1. 

Jimmy tarter will talk about 
the waste that can squeezed out 
of the defence budget with a 
saving of so many billions. As 
he did in the first exchange, he 
will air his knowledge of 
nuclear power from his 
staunch friend Adm. Hyman 
Rickover. 

Talking about cutting down 
and eliminating the 1,900 or 
more federal agencies and 
bureaus. Carter was wholly un¬ 
realistic. He showed as he has 
before that he knows nothing 
about the structure of the 
federal government. 

Ford was primed for this 
familiar claim with figures 
showing that at the end ot 
Carter s tour years as governor 
ot tieorgia, that state's 
governmental expenses went 
up more than 50 per cent and 
the number of employes 
climbed 25 per cent.

time that one of the incidents 
has taken place in the U.S. 

But there as yet is no indica¬ 
tion of who was responsible for 
the bombing wfaicb also killed a 
woman colleague of Letelier 
and Injured her husband. Ihere 
is no proof that ChUe’s secret 
police, widely known by its 
Spanish initials as DINA, had 
anything to do with either the 
LeteUer death or any of the 
other incidents. 

The suspicion of DINA 
complicity, however, is strong 
in some Washington circles, in¬ 
cluding the Washington-based 
Institute for Policy Studies for 
which Letelier worked. 

Moreover, there were 


reports that the former ambas¬ 
sador had been warned by U.S. 
authorities last May that DINA 
operatives were in the U.S. 

The miUtary government in 
Santiago promptly issued a 
statement saying it “laments" 
Letelier’s death Md baked for 
a complete Investigation df the 
crime. 

Such a probe is Waterw a y, 
with Federal, Bnrean of 
Investigation agents co¬ 
operating with .District of 
Colnmbia police. Here were 
hints that other U.S. intel¬ 
ligence groups are involved in 
the probe. 

Just who would want Letelier 
out of the way is something of a 


mystery.^He was clearly an op¬ 
ponent of the miUtary leaders 
of Chile, but he was not among 
those Chileans widely criti¬ 
cized by the miUtary gov¬ 
ernment’s propagandists. 

He was drived of his 
ChUeoB citiaensbip jnst two 
weeks ago after 
ment accused Urn of helping 
instigate a boycott of Chilean 
goods by Dutch dockworkers. 

During his more than two 
years as ambassador to 
Washington, he was popular in 
diplomatic circles and was on 
^iod terms with Secretary of 
SUte Henry Kissuger.

OTTAWA (CP) - The Con¬ 
servative military critic says 
the defence department has 
yet to convince the C^anadian 
people that it needs to spend 
the iMllions of dollars on new 
equipment that defence plan¬ 
ner* now are considering for 
the next few year*. 

Allan McKinnon of Victoria 
Mondaty the expenditures 
include replacement of a 
fil^ter plane whose role as a 
North American defender 
n>ay be outmoded. 

He was commenting on the 
fact that military experts are 
seeking ways to buy every¬ 
thing from tanks and aircraft 
to ships in the next decade 
and still stay within con¬ 
straints of federal spending 
restrictions. 

They say the purchases are 
essential if the TS.OOO-strong 
armed forces are to become 
the elite modern service that 
both politicians and ser¬ 
vicemen puWidy say they 
want. 

McKinnon said the depart¬ 
ment has yet to convince the 
people that in this missile age 
it needs to spend up to 53 
billion in part to replace 
CF-m Voodoo interceptors 
whose primarey , role is to 
gight the manned bomber. 

He also served notice he 
will carefully watch defence 
.spending, especially that on 
the new Lockheed Aurora 
which he said is certain to 
cost more than the govern- 
ment has contracted for. 

The government entered the 
largest defence spending ar¬ 
rangement in peacetome Ca¬ 
nadian history earlier this 
year when it decided to ac¬ 
quire the Aurora long-range 
patrol plane for slightly more 
than $1 biHion. 

With thal out of die way. it 
now must consider these 
majoi- expenditures: 

• A new multi-purpose 
combat aircraft, delivery of 
which should start in the 
early 1980s, ro replace first 
the CF-101 and then the 
aF-104 ground-support air¬ 
craft used in Europe and 
eventually the CF-5 ground 
support aircraft used in Cana¬ 
da.

veterans 
get break 

OTTAWA (CP) — Regula¬ 
tion changes announced Mon¬ 
day will permit recipients of 
veterans allowances to make 
50-per-cent more in casual 
earnings wdthout affecting 
their payments from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Under the change single al- 
low'ancc recipients will be 
permitted to earn $1,500 a 
year while married recipients 
may earn $2,250. 

Under regulations effertive 
since 1972 the casual earning 
i-eilings were .^1,000 and 
S1.500. 

More than 90.000 persons re¬ 
ceive the allowances, a form 
of welfare assistance avail¬ 
able to veterans and tJiear de¬ 
pendants. 

Veterans Affairs Minister 
Dan MacDonald said in a 
st€rtement announcing the new 
ceilings that since the old ceil¬ 
ings were set in 1972 the con¬ 
sumer price index climbed by 
38.1 per cent and the federal 
minimum wage by 66 per 
cent.

• A new Leopard tank, de¬ 
liveries of which should start 
in a couple of year* at a cost 
of up to $200 million. 

• A new armored car. 
costing more than $200 million 
over six years. 

• A new naval vessel for 
delivery in the mid-1960B. The 
estimated evenhial cost is se¬ 
cret but the first phase of the 
ship-replacement project is 
e.xpected to run at about $1.5 
billion. 

These are only individual 
major e.xpenditurM. 

They do not take into ac¬ 
count about $90 million a 
year for construction at bases 
— considered barely enough 
to keep up with deterioration 
of Second World War struc¬ 
tures still in use. j 

Nor do they take Into ac- , 
count about $410 million an- j 
nually for replacement and ; 
acquisition of an array of es- ■ 
sential material weapons, I 
ammunition office equip- ' 
ment, communication equip¬ 
ment and the like. 

The figures and assess¬ 
ments of needs were given in 
a series erf interviews with se¬ 
nior officials last month. They 
emphasized they are content 
at the prospect of the budget 
for capital spending reaching 
more than 20 per cent of the 
total defence budget by 
1981.82. 

This percentage is re- 
gai*ded as a necessary level 
for a modern volunteer army 
in the West. In Canada capital 
spending has been below that 
level since 1965 and at one 
period it was as low' as 8.5 per 
cent. 

EXfierts can plan ahead be¬ 
cause the government has 
promised that capital spend¬ 
ing will increase 12 per cent a 
year — after inflation is taken 
into account — for at least 
five years. 

That would mean caipital 
spending will clinrtib to $1.2 bil¬ 
lion in 1981-82 from the $470 
million of the current fiscal 
year. 

Military leaders say their 
task is complicated by the 
fact they have to plan for the 
future while making up for 
the lack of spending in the 
past. 

But they say if all goes well 
by 1990 the armed forces 
should! be properly up to date 
and properly equipped. 

McKinnon and military spe¬ 
cialists agree on one point — 
a “crunch” question is re¬ 
placement (rf the Voodoos. If 
their replacement is delayed 
beyond 1980 the cost of keep¬ 
ing them in the air will be¬ 
come prohibitive. 

McKinnon said he doe* not 


think the Canadian people are 
ready now to make the high 
expenditure for a bomber- 
defence aircraft. He said they 
may be willing to bqy a re¬ 
placement for the GF-1D4S in 
Europe but th^ would be a 
tremendous saving if that re- 
plaoecnent did not have to ffll 
an air defence itrfe as weU as 
troop support. 

The military continues to 
insist that there is a bomber 
threat and that a new fighter 
helps establish Canada’s in¬ 
dependent capability in her 
own air space.

TANK: .Negotiations are 
almost complete to aewire 
the West German Leoparfffor

F-18 Northrop; the multi-rale 
aircraft developed by Britain, 
West Germany and Italy, a 
French aircraft that is not off 
the drawing board, and other 
aircraft. 

The general has written 
that it is urgent to find a re¬ 
placement for the CF-HKl* be¬ 
fore the cost of keeping them 
in the air reaches prohibitive 
levels.

The case was heard in the suprone court in 
Vancouver on Sept 9.

Mary Hannah, 119 Crease, 
and the other parents take 
turns pau-olfing the highway 
twice daily five days a week 
to ensure children attending 
Tolmle elementary school 
cross safely. 

Ankry at lack of response 
by Saanich Mayor Ed Lum 
and school boai^ officials to 


the safety battle, Mrs. Han¬ 
nah said "it’s awfully dis¬ 
couraging to fight a buttle of 
such importance and be vir* 
tually ignored by the powers 
that l>e.” 

Lum, she said, told her that 
lliG problem had nothing to do 
with him — ‘it’s out of my ju- 
fiisdiction.” 

She disagrees, saying that 
the mayor should be con¬ 
cerned with aU problems af¬ 
fecting his municipality’s resi¬ 
dents. 

The police department has 
asked the school board to i>ay 
a guard $300 a month to pa¬ 
trol the cntsslng but, accord¬ 


ing to Mrs. Hannah, the board 
has vetoed the request, citing 
lack of funds. 

She points out, hwever, 
that the board has come up 
with funds to pay a guard to 
patrol a crosswalk at Seaton 
Road, near Hamilton elemen¬ 
tary school. 

“Even with adults at the 
Harriet crossing it’s extreme¬ 
ly difficult to help the chil¬ 
dren across,” she said. 
“TTiere is a marked crosswalk 
and a sign, but can are tra¬ 
velling so fast they don’t see 
it.” 

She said last year a young 
girl was in jured in the crbes- 


ing. A truck, passing on the 
right of a car that was 
stopped to let the girl cross, 
struck her. 

She had spoken to tlie Tol- 
mie school principal about 
crossing guards, W he felt it 
too risky to trust youngsters 
with such an onerous task. “1 
agree with him. It’s bud 
enough for adults.” 

Alarmed over the present 
situation, Mrs. Hannah 
admits being “terrified at the 
thought of what wUl happen 
when the highway - is wid¬ 
ened.” 

One projiosal for a safer 
crossing is an underpass. 


"But Saanich has been talking 
about that underpass ever 
since we moved here -about 
eight years ago. So far w'e 
haven’t seen it.” 

There is an undeipass near 
Douglas and Carey Road, but, 
she says, it is a long walk for 
children to go to school by 
that route. 

Mrs. Hannah encountered 
no difficulty in rounding up 
mothers who would share the 
crosswalk vigil, but she feels 
additional neighborhood sup¬ 
port Is needed to convince 
Saanich council and school 
board officials of the need for 
a safe cros.swalk.

Premier’s Oct. 14 role:

Premier Bennett promised 
Monday to donate nna day’s 
pay to the United Way cam¬ 
paign as his part in the Oct. 
14 day of protest. 

Bennett emphasized at a 
press conference, however, 
that the donation would hot be 
in protest against the federal 
anti-inflation program, but an 
indication of his agreement 
with the right to protest. 

The premier said he would 
make the gesture as “an art 
of leadership’’ In the hopes of 
encouraging other Canadian 
workers to do something con¬ 
structive on the Canadian 
l.abor Congress’ day of 
protest, rather than walk off 
toe Job. 

While the premier said he 
supports the individual’s right 
to protest, he reiterated earli¬ 


er comments that the one-day 
work stoppage would not be in 
the best interests of the 
country. 

Bennett said toe B.C. gov¬ 
ernment has not decided 
whether it will opt out of toe 
federal anti-inflation program 
ne.xt April. 

Under the agreement be¬ 
tween B.C. and the federal 
government. B.C. may either 
remain a part of the federal 
prograim or set up Its own 
guidelines next April. 

Prices and coats generally 
In Canada are beginning to 
stabilize, Bennett said, and 
because of the program, the 
federal government should be 
given the credit. 

He added, however, that the 
program has not yet achieved 
the desired results in B.C. be¬ 
cause toe province still isn't 


competitive with trading 
partners which have managed 
to bring inflation under con¬ 
trol. 

One of the problems is that 
many empfoyer* and em¬ 
ployees have fabgun to rely on 
the federal Anti-Inflation 
Board to settle their disputes 
in contract negotiations, using 
the federal guidelines as a 
maximum wage increase pno- 
posals, Bennett said. 

Bennett said mar^ unions 
and empfoyen have abdicat¬ 
ed their responsibilities in col¬ 
lective bargaining as a result 
of the program. 

The B.C. government will 
decide before April if it would 
be wiser to set up its own 
guidelines or continue under 
the current agreement after 
suggesting several changes to 
the federal government, he 
said.

Hospital workers weigh pact with Teamsters

VANCOUVER — On the 
surface, it ia juat one more 
union movinft painfully 
through the rituals of a typi¬ 
cal convention. 

But hidden behind all the 
itietoric here Monday the 
fact the 17,000>member Hospi¬ 
tal Employees’ Union is help¬ 


ing to chart a course that 
could mean a significant 
change for the Canadian labor 
movement. 

At the moment, there is a 
possibility the HEU and other 
independent unions will join 
hands with the Teamsters at 
the national level to form a 
body that would rival the Ca¬ 
nadian Labor Congress.

Now that the front Ls to be- 
ornne a reality, it will include 
such major unions as CUPE. 
with its 20,000 B.C. members. 
BCGEU (35.000). HEU 
(IT.OOO), the B.C Teachers’ 
Federation (28,000). and the 
7.000 members of the Office 
and Technical EmgiDyees' 
lYikai. 

I n his strongly-wrirded 
statement on the subject. 
Gerow said the organizatian 
was being establMied ,to 
“fight g i fv ert n ment pillage 
and plunder of our afandarrf 
of living and job satisfaction.” 
^ Gerow attacked govern¬ 
ments for a "survival in¬ 
stinct” which he said over¬ 
rides their "justice far peo¬ 
ple Instinct.” 

Governments, he said, had 
long used public employees as 
“whipping boys to bolster sag¬ 
ging public confidence . .. 

"The federal and provincial 
government conspiracy imder 
the anti-inflation program is 
just another exaniple of thit 
kind of political atrocity.” 

One of the major victims of 
the program has been HE1’. 
After a long battle that tn- 
rhided a strike and which 
ended with a legislated settle¬ 
ment. the Anti-Inflation Board 
ordered a wage increase roll¬ 
back of almost six per cent to 
the eight per cent guideline. 

The bitterness was still 
there Monday when Gerow 
vowed HEU would become "a 
driving force in the common 
front.” 

While HEU has remained 
outside the CLC since Its 1970 
.split with CirPt:, It has the 
symfiathy and respect of 
labor as a whole. 

There w'as further evidence 
of this Monday when guest 
speaker I^arry Ryan, secre¬ 
tary of the Victoria Ivibor 
Council, told delegates they 
belonged to "one of the most 
progressive unions In British 
Columbia.” 

Ryan and his Vancouver 
counteri»art. Paddy Neale, 
outlined the reasons behind 
the CLCs national day of 
w'age control protest Oct. 14, 
Delegates will be asked by 
their leaders to take part In 
noon-hour demonstrations on 
that day. 

The appeal was one to a 
union that would like to shed 
its indeiiendence, but which 
rehjaed to reunite willi CUPE 
11 as a means of re-entering the 
2,2 million-member CIX!.

—^psychiatrist 


Judge rules wished-for death tms homicide 


The psychiatrist 
Theresa Anne Worth in Eric 
Martin Institute in 3973 told 
B.C St^Mceme Gkxirt in Vlc- 
toria Monday MSss Worth con¬ 
sistently denied die intended 
tokiU benelf. 

Er. Alexander Stewart was 
testi^rng in a suit for dam¬ 
ages, alleging negligence, 
brought by Miss Worth 
against himself, her poaonal 
pliysician Dr. Diane Grant, 
EMI nurse Peggy Gallimore 
and Hpyal Jifoilee Hospital, of 
which EMI is part. 

liCss Worth leaped from the 
second floor roof garden at 
13^ Nov. 2, 1973, when she 
was 23. She became paralyzed 
in both legs. 

Harvey Grey, counsel for 
the two doctors, asked 
Stewart if Miss Worth had 
ever co m me n t e d to him as to 
wiiether on Nov. 2 she had in¬ 
tended to commit suicide or 
injure herselL 

He reidied that “consistent¬ 
ly'’ Miss Worth doiied, from 
Oct. 24 after she was admit¬ 
ted to Royal Jetoilee from an 
overdoae of a sleeping pill 
called placidyi, that she in- 
tmded to commit suicide and 
said she was “just tiyhq; to 
elope from the hosptta].’* 

Asked if he believed her, ht 
replied “yes.” 

Earlier in his testimony, he 
eaid he “never” considered 
her an dopement risk. She 
had wanted to leave the hospi¬ 
tal “with medical advice, to 
be discharged from hospital.” 

He said signs of elopement 
usually included a patient 
saying he or she would run 
away, or make an attempt to 
elope. 

“At no time did that 
occur,” he said. “At no time 
was there any evidence she 
would run away.” 

“It was totally unforeseen,” 
ha said. 

Stewart said he received a 
phone call from Dr. Grant 
Oct. 34 saying she had Miss 
Worth as a patient who was 
addicted to placidyl and want¬ 
ed his opinion as to whether 
Afiss Worth was a danger to 
herself. 

After a consultation with 
Miss Worth at hospital, in 
which her personal back- 
ground was discussed, 
Stewart said it was his opin¬ 
ion she was suffering a severe 
depressive reaction from the 
placidyl addiction. 

“I was ccmcemed she was a 
risk to herself because of re¬ 
curring depressions,” he said, 
adding that anyone with a 
placidyl addiction was “play¬ 
ing Russian roulette with 
their lives.” 

He informed Miss Worth of 
the dangers of her addiction, 
that “we’d try to get into her 
feelings,” to wean her from 
her addiction and introduce 
her to a sleep program to see 
that she could sleep without 
drugs. 

He said he also outlined to 
her what was involved in 
group therapy sessions which 
she would be attending ibut 
these would not begin imme¬ 
diately. 

“Unfortunately,” he said, 
she wandered into an Inten¬ 
sive feelings release group 
Oct. 25. which he was conduct¬ 
ing for a specially-selected 
group of out-patients. 

This is the group Miss 
Worth has referred to as a 
“scream group” but she was 
never intended to be part of 
that, he said. 

He saw her Oct. 26 and she 
was “upset” at waiting 
around to become involved in 
her program and she sought a 
pass to go out and get some 
clothes. 

“We agreed she woiild have 
a pass on Friday and over the 
weekend,” the passes on the 
•subsequent days to depend on 
her success. 

He then got a phone call 
from Dr. Grant who told him 
the woman’s mother had 
phoned to say Miss Worth 
“might take more placidyl” 
while out and “probably 
would not return to the 
ward.” 

Stewart said he and Dr. 
Grajit agreed the panes 
would be discontinued “on the 
basis of this new information. 
It was purely on that basie— 
that she might not come 
back.” 

On Oct. 27, he said he re¬ 
ceived a letter from Miss 
Worth saying she wanted to 
be discharged from hospital. 

On Oct. 29, they talked 
about the cancelled passes. 
He explained the reason, and 
she said she was '•very worri¬ 
ed” about being in EMI and 
“frightened” if she had to go 
to peychiatric intensive care 
waiti and Rlverview Hospital 
but he was able to calm her 
fears. 

On Oct. 30. she attended her 
first group and wes “quite ex¬ 
uberant” and even said “at 
last I am finding myself, this 
therapy is for me.” 

Stewart was to continue his 
testimony when the case, 
being heard by Justice Kirke 
Smith, resumes this morning.

Afl a lazy gardener and a 
naturaMaifn procr aa t in ator. I 
have been putting off the job 
of digging up the houaeplanta 
whkh have been qwuiling 
their sununer holidays out¬ 
doors and potting them ig> to 
bring in for ttie winter. The 
danger of night frosts is in. 
creasing, though, and Fm 
afraid I’ll have to get crack¬ 
ing and tackle this unpleasant 
chore. 

'The first part of the job is 
always the worst—getting 
down the old, dirt.aianitted 
flower pots from a shelf in the 
garage and scrubbing them. 
Every year 1 make a solemi 
vcnr to clean them ig> before 
putting them array, but witti 
all the pressure of spring 
work, it never gets toe, and 
of course the job is twice as 
hard in the tell after the dirt 
has dried on hard. 

Some folks can’t see the 
sense in washing flower pots 
when you’re only going to 
dirty them up again with soil, 
but I can assure you that en¬ 


crusted spots on the Inside 
walls of ^e pots can set 
all kinds of obaeure attroents 
in your plants. 

I am permitted—tmder 
protest—to use the laundry 
tubs in the basement fbr this 
garden dishwashing choce, 
and 1 use nice sudsy water 
almost hot enough to parboil 
my hands. A little househiM 
disinfectaiit is added to the 
water to kill any pest eggs 
or disease spores. 

For scrubbing both clay and 
plastio pots, I have yet to find 
anything better than a little 
round taush used normally, 1 
believe, for scnfbbing vegeta¬ 
bles. 

I don’t sunpooe any man 
feels paitieulaity heroic while 
waahiqg diabea with an apron 
tied arond his middle. When 
the panlywaist aspect of laun¬ 
dering flow n pots bothera 
me. tbough, I console myself 
with the thought that the 
great Luther Burbank himself 
started his horticultural ca¬ 
reer scrubbing pets in a eom- 
merdal gree nhouse. 


In selecting which pot fbr 
whkh plant. I have become a 
great btover In picldag one 
which appears to be just 
about one size too small. 
True you hasre to water your 
houaeplanta more freqMantly, 
but in a wnalhsh pot filled 
with active roots, the a<^ 
never has a chance to become 
stagnant and waterlogged, 
you get better aeration wid 
more vigonxis root actkm. 
Many a ghudnia or begonia 
has dropped its buds and 
many an African violet has 
loat its outer leaves as a re- 
suit of soggy, sour soil in a 
kxMarge pot. 

The di ffe r ence is not obvi¬ 
ous in foliage plants, but with 
flowering plants, they seem to 
be in a much faioper hurry to 
prodDL*e their bk>oms when 
their toes are pinched in a pot 
just a trifle too small for com¬ 
fort. 

In a big. roomy pot, they 
tend to go aH fat and lazy, 
making lots of leaves but not 
much in the way of flowers. 
Gtoniuma are particularly 


responsive to this treatment, 
btooming sooner and much 
mors profusely when theiis 
roots are just slightly 
cramped. 

Another little trick in pot¬ 
ting up houaeplants is to put 
about an indi of gravel in the 
bottom ef the pot I scrounged 
a bucketful of nice clean 
gravel from the road gang toe 
last time they were patching 
the road out in front of our 
house, and Z wouldn’t dream 
of potting up any land of a 
plant without this drainage 
layer in the bottom. Where 
gravd isn’t available, bita of 
broken earthenware flower 
pots will serve the tame pur¬ 
pose. 

Not that gravel or baked 
clay have any magic proper¬ 
ties contributing to better 
growth—it is simply insur¬ 
ance against careless or im¬ 
proper watering. Whb toe 
gravel layer, • an overdose of 
wnter can find its way out of 
the pot without souring the 
soil.

Unlike Carter, President 
Ford did not say wfkther or 
not God forgives him for 
watching television, but he 
did admit he has friends who 
leave their wives to watch 'TV 
and he forgives them for it. 

The president also con¬ 
fessed to liking Mannix and 
Cannon which are now off the 
air and also Columbo, another 
crime show. 


Ht also said he geta work 
done during the commercials. 

Many political experts be¬ 
lieve that by granting an in¬ 
terview to TV Guide, Ford 
made a momentous pcditical 
Munder. As one Carter cam¬ 
paign official put it, "although 
he will de^ it, Mr Ford chose 
a magazme to express Ms 
views fliat. for many years, 
has associated itself with las- 
civioua layouts of The Wal¬ 
tons, hedonistic articles on 
'The Wonderful World of Dis¬ 
ney and salacious cartoons 
about Monday Night Football 
that leave nothing to the 
imagiiutkn. 

"I believe that the question 
the American peofde are 
going to ask iis do they want 
a president who watches 
Kojak and Police Woman, but 
not the commercials?’’ 

"Do you think Mr. Carter 
will make an issue of Pres¬ 
ident Ford’s interview in TV 
Guide?" 

"No, Mr. Carter feels the 
interview speaks for itself. 
But it certainly has changed 
Mr. Ford’s image.” 

"In what way?" 


"Tlie president has tried to 
give the impression he is 
always w or kin g in the Oval 
Office of the White House. 
Now we know that whfle we 
thought he was reading posi¬ 
tion papers on Rhodetta, he 
actually was watching Pcriice 
Woman. He ha^ nothing to 
gain and everything to lose 
going public with his private 
thoughts on this sensitive sub- 
.ject. Most Americans believe 
one’s inner thoughts on televi¬ 
sion is a private matter be¬ 
tween a person and his TV 
•et By making a national 
confession of his program 
preferences, the president has 
shaken the confidence of some 
of his moat ardoitfoUowerB.” 

Over at Ford campaign 
headquarters, officials were 
trying to make the most out 
of a bad situation. One worker 
told me, *T dem’t think the 'TV 
Guide interview will hurt toe 
president that much. He was 
being honest and frank about 
a subject that people don’t 
like to talk about. Moat men 
in their hearts have thought 
about Poiice Woman many 
times, but very few will admit 
it openly.” 


Another Ford campaign of¬ 
ficial was not as optimistic. 

"Fm afraid the TV Guide 
interview is going to haunt us 
fbr toe rest of toe campaign, 
hutead of the reporter s ask¬ 
ing questions about tax re¬ 
form and unemployment, 
tastes. If I had been asked 1 
would have vetoed the inter¬ 
view. It just doesn’t look right 
Ibr a president to be in die 
same magazine that publishes 
photographs of Mary Hart- 
they're going to tackle the 
man, Mary Hartmas and All 
hi The Family." 

"What about the president’s 
choice of language in describ¬ 
ing his program preferences. 
Do you tMrdc the pdblic sill 
be shocked by it?’’ 

"President Ford, In private 
conversation, always speaks 
like that. I personally think it 
makes him more human."

Ron Nesaen to get a state¬ 
ment tram him on toe pres¬ 
ident’s Tv Guide Interview, 
president on his strange TV 
He refused to return my call.

Yesterday was one of those 
bad days eveiybody has. 
Nothing seemed to go right. 
Breakfast was tasteless, the 
sky was ugly, people looked 
pinched and mean and fretful. 

Work was difficult. A col¬ 
umn wouldn’t come—I must 
have tossed away a dozen 
strained and wooden para¬ 
graphs. until I finally gave up 
in disgust and grimly at¬ 
tacked a stack of letters on 
my desk. 

I di-ove home early, 
changed to slacks and a T- 
shirt, sprawled on the couch, 
and listened to a Mozart di¬ 
vertimento on the phono¬ 
graph. In a quarter-hour, the 
face of* the world had changed 
for me. Not aspirin, nor li¬ 


quor. nor any of toe tradi¬ 
tional opiates could have ac¬ 
complished this. 

My annoyances shriveled 
down to their true petty di- 
mensi(Mis. Zn the limpid realm 
or Mbaurt’e spirit, the flood 
and the weather and the 
crowds shrunk into insignifi¬ 
cance. Tlnie and space fell 
away, and I felt Immensely 
purged of the slow accumulap 
tion of the poisons of daily liv¬ 
ing. 

This therapeutic effect of 
good music (and of all the 
arts, to some degree) is the 
result of a deep hunger in 
man’s nature that cannot long 
go unsatisfied. When it does, 
we suffer spiritual malnutri¬ 
tion. hltoough we uaually call 


it by loma other meaningless 
name. 

We call it "'boredopi” <>»* 
"anxiety" or "tension” and 
we seek release by pills or 
powders, by a deaperiite aort 
of gaiety, or by plunging into 
tome strenuous physical ac¬ 
tivity that includes fatigue 
and then stupor. 

But the hunger remains un¬ 
satisfied, deny it though we 
may. Tbe bad music sKoites 
us. but cannot exalt us; the 
pills dull the pain, but the 
poisons remain; the alcoholic 
frenzy creates more toislons 
than it eases. AH are futile at¬ 
tempts to make us forget 
ourselvaa. 

TTiis is our mistake. Man 
cannot achieve peace by for¬ 


getting himself, but only by 
remembering who and what 
he is. Not as a name, or a 
face, or a social security 
number, but as a person who 
shares, in some measure, the 
spirit that animated Miche¬ 
langelo and Shakespeai'e and 
Mozart. 

When we lose this largeness 
of view, when we forget our 
distinctive divinity (imperfect 
though it is), then we fall vic¬ 
tim to our time and place and 
circumstance, and take our¬ 
selves too seriously in the 
wrong way. It is the paradox 
of human existence that only 
when we learn to soar above 
Dcaxaives can we leally see 
who wt are, and glory in toia 
knowledge.

R ama, West’s main worry was 
ow to beat declarer’s con- 
trecL But instead of limiting 
activities to only some worry¬ 
ing, both defenders went to 
work and found an Interest¬ 
ing solution for the Interest- 
tni problem. 

South opened one heart and 
when West overcalled two 
clubs. North promoted his 
distributional values and 
jumped directly to the very 
reasonable game. 

West was Marion Weed of 
Dallas (1979 Women’s Life 
Master Pairs Champion) and 
she deduced accurately from 
the bidding that time was on 
be side of declarer. So. hop¬ 
ing for a poesible spade ruff, 
die led the spade ace to atart 
the play. 

Unfortunately for the ruff¬ 
ing prospects inodes, dum¬ 
my produced his imposing 
spade holding and it was time 
to go to work. On the ace of 
■pades, East deposited his 
jack - a signal that couldn’t 
poeaibly be mistaken as a re¬ 
quest for continuation in view 
of dummy's holding. 

Ckwld the spade jack be a 
ainglelon? Equally impoaai- 
ble. That would mean that 
declarer had started with six 
spades! Clearly, thia was a 
suit preference signal asking 
for a shift to the higher rank¬ 
ing side suiL 

So far 80 good. But what 
diamond to lead? Had Marlon 
led her diamond ace and then 
another, the defense would 
have taken two diamonds, 
but that would be all. 
Declarer would then take the 
winning trump finesse and 
•core hla game. 

Marion thought awhile and 
then made the farsighted 
play. She led a low diamond 
to East’s king. East returned 
a diamond to the ace and the 
ensuing diamond ruff was 
just enough to beat the hand.

PORT ALBERNI — Mgh- 
ways Miniater Alex Fraser 
has again advised the Albemi- 
Clayoquot Regional District 
that his department will not 
undertake the upgrading or 
maintenance of the access 
road to the Mt. Arrowsmith 
ski development here. 

Hi» letter, received at the 
last regional district meeting, 
resulted f?om a tour of in¬ 
spection of the road by the 
department’s district manag¬ 
er in early August. 

His estimate was that im- 
T)ro\’ement of the road only in 
its worst portions would cost 
some 5120,000, which could be 
reduced to $50,000 by the use 
of equipment and manpower- 
provided by Arrowsmith Rec¬ 
reation Ltd., the ski lunea dev¬ 
elopers. 

SUCH IMPRO>^nENTS 
would not bring the road up to 
highways department stan¬ 
dards. howover, Fraser said, 
and “we would not be pre¬ 
pared to take it over and 
maintain it as a public road.” 

Due to "current severe re¬ 
straints,” the department 
would not as well commit any 
funds “for improvement and 
urerading ” any sections of 
the road. ’The (xily action the 
department would take would 
be to provide an unspecified 
grant to the ski club for 
winter maintenance. 

.AFTER A MOTION to re- 
oeive, regional manager How¬ 
ard McLean, who is also 
mayor of Port Alberni, made 
a verbal report on a meeting 
he had had, in company with 
city aldermen Alice Chiko and 
Bryon Latham, with the high- 
w'ays department in Victoria 
fm the same matter. 

•‘To put it bluntly, we got 
exactly nowhere,” McLean 
said. “However, we also met 
with some officials in the 
tourism branch, and they 
evinced considerably more in¬ 
terest and requested further 
details. So we're going to try 
that route — Alderman CJiiko 
is getting togetl^r with the 
ski people on it immediately.” 

INTEBVIEWED'AFTER the 
meeting, Arrowsmith Recrea¬ 
tion president Joe Van Bei^en 
said he was naturally dfcap- 
pointed that the highways de¬ 
partment had again turiied 
down any offer of assistance, 
or takeover. 

“Of course we’ve been try¬ 
ing tor over two years to have 
this matter resolved. The 
access road is a key element 
in our development of the 
area, and until it Is accepted 
as a provincial responsibility, 
w e are simply not going to at¬ 
tract the number of skiers we 
need to continue building the 
^ facility to its full potential.” 
he said. 

"TIIERE IS PLENTY of 
precedence for highway^ tn 
step into this picture. A few 
v ears ago, they brought the 
road into Forbidden Plateau 
up to standard, and more re¬ 


cently a road into the White- 
water sld area at Nelson was 
upgraded. 

“They’ve spent some K mil-' 
lion on the roads into tft gov¬ 
ernment ski areas at Cypress 
Bowl, and there’s now a 
rumor that they plan to invest 
another $15 million at 
VMnstler 

“So w'e dcm’t thiiik we're 
asking any special favors to 
have them take over a road 
into what is actually a region¬ 
al park.” 

VAN BERGEN ALSO con¬ 
firmed that his company was 
taking its case to the tourism 
branch <rf the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

“We sent a brief to Grace 
McCarthy early in August 
after she had said in the 
house that the government 
was still investigating the 
opening up of a ski area at 
Ladysmith. 

“We pointed out to her that 
there are three ski areas on 
the Island now that are ade¬ 
quate for current demand and 
that are all in need of assis¬ 
tance on the business of 
proper public access. 

“HE < AN’T SEE the gov- 


emm^ pouring additional 
millions into a new and frank¬ 
ly competitive devdopment 
without seriously coasidering 
their responsibilities, to the 
existing o^ and allowing for 
full development of them. 

“We are for instance in a 
position to kx* at borrowing 
up to $1 million for the second 
phase of our facility, which 
would give us skiing fbr at 
least six months of the year, 
but there is no way we can do 
it without the access road sin- 
uation being solved, and no 
w’ay that we can solve it 
selves on a permanent basia.” 

VAN BERGEN SAID there 
had been no reply to his com¬ 
pany’s brief as yet, but that 
after Mrs. McCarthy's recent 
visit to Port Alberni, when the 
matter had been brought uii 
with her, .a call had been re¬ 
ceived from a department of¬ 
ficial who explained that the 
brief had been “mislaid.” 

“We may possibly hear 
.something soon. Certainly 
we’re going to keep on top of 
it — we can’t afford not to. 
We simply have to get the 
road issue resolved,” Van 
Bergen said.

Defence shopping list: Is it worth it? 


OTTAWA (CP> - The Con¬ 
servative military critic says 
the defence department has 
yet to convince the Canacfian 
people that it needs to spend 
the biUions of dollars on new 
equipment that defence plan¬ 
ners now are considering for 
the next few years. 

Allan McKinnon of Victoria 
said Monday ifhe expenditures 
inchide replacemoit of a 
fighter plane whose role as a 
North American defender 
may be outmoded. 

He was commenting on the 
fact that military experts are 
seeking ways to buy every¬ 
thing from tanks and aircraft 
to ships in the next decade 
and still stay within con¬ 
straints of federal spending 
restrictioos. 

They say the purchases are 
essential if the TR,00(Vstrong 
armed forces are to become 
the elite modem service that 
both poMcians and ser^ 
vicemen publicly say the> 
want. 

McKinnon said the depart¬ 
ment has yet to convince the 
people that in this missile age 
it needs to spend up to S3 , 
billion in part to replace 
CF-lCIl Voodoo interceptors 
whose primarey role is to 
gight the manned bomber. 

He also served notice he 
will carefully watch defence 
spending. especiaHy that on 
the new Lockheed Aurora 
which he said is certain to 
cost more than the govern¬ 
ment has contracted for.

OTTAWA (CP) — Regula¬ 
tion changes announced Mon¬ 
day will permit recipients of 
veterans allowances to make 
50-per-cent more in casual 
earnings without affecting 
their payments from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Under the change single al¬ 
lowance recipients will be 
permitted to earn )1.500 a 
year while married recipients 
may earn 12,250. 

Under regulatkms effective 
since 1S72 the casual earning 
ceilings were $1,000 and 
$1,500. 

More than 90,000 persons re¬ 
ceive the allowances, a form 
of welfare assistance avail¬ 
able to veterans and their de¬ 
pendants.

These are only individual 
major e?q)endituret. 

They do not take into ac¬ 
count about $90 milion a 
year for construction at bases 
— considered barely enough 
to keep up with deterioration 
of Second World War struc¬ 
tures still in use. 

Nor do they take into ac¬ 
count about $410 million an¬ 
nually for replacement and 
acquisition of an array of es¬ 
sential material weapons, 
ammunition office equip¬ 
ment. cohimunication equip¬ 
ment and the like. 

The figures and assess¬ 
ments of needs were given in 
a series of interviews with se¬ 
nior officials last month. They 
emphasized they are content 
at the prospect of the budget 
for capital spending reaching 
more than 20 per cent of the 
total defence budget by 
1981-82. 

This percentage Is re¬ 
garded as a necessary level 
for a modem volunteer army 
in the West. In C^anada capital 
spending has been below that 
level since 1965 and at one 
period it was as low as 8.S 
cent. 

E^eperts can plan ahead be¬ 
cause the government has 
promised that capital spend¬ 
ing will increase 12 per cent a 
year — after inflation is taken 
into account ~ for at least 
five years.

Cold food to the tune of pinballs

“Every time Davis opens 
his mouth, every B.C Ferries 
en^>loyee feels like shoving 
his foot right down the min¬ 
ister’s throat.” 

The words wiere those of a 
seven-year B.C Ferries em¬ 
ployee who said she tsas 
ofice proud to be peut of the 
provincial terry service. 

Changes in the operation 
have brought bad feelings and 
left the fleet facing the pros¬ 
pect of serious labor prob¬ 
lems. A recent meeting may 
have eased the situation 
somewhat, but union officials 
say the threat is far from 
removed. 

To gauge crew morale, 
quality of service and passen¬ 
ger satisfaction, the Cokmist 
interviewed dozens of passen¬ 
gers and crew members Fri¬ 
day during a crossing from 
Sunirtz Bay to Tsawwassen 
and back. 

The findings were disturb¬ 
ing: 

• Crew' morale has’ never 
been lower in the history of 
the gov'emment-owned ferry 
system. 

• Passengers are grum- 
Uing rtKxit cdld food and high 
prices, as w^ as file steep 
fares. 

• B.C Ferries personnel 
live in constant fear of being 
fired, demoted or moved ft 
other locations. 

• Crew members with a 
few’ more years to go to retir¬ 
ement are leaving the service 
because they are suddenly de¬ 
moted to the most menial po¬ 
sitions. 

• Crew members claim 
Transport Minister Jack Davfs 
is spreading false information 
about exorbitant salaries 
made by B.C. Ferries em¬ 
ployees. 

Earlier this w'eek, an em¬ 
ployee voluntarily retired pre¬ 
maturely after hav’ing been 
with B.C Ferries for 16 
years. 

He was a steward for all 
those years and when the pro- 
' vincial government began its 
ecoTKMny drive, he was demot¬ 
ed to cleaning toilets. 

“ITE JUST couldn’t take it; 
it was heartbreaking,” said a 
senior employee. 

All crew members inter¬ 
viewed were assured of ano¬ 
nymity, but their names are 
known to the Colonist. 

An employee with 10 years 
service said he was no longer 
proud of working aboard ship. 

“The morale Is at its lowest 
ever; nobody knows whether 
they are going to have a job 
tomorrow,” he said. 

He said he received dozens 
of complaints every day about 
the dining rooms having been 
closed. 

]»IA.NAGEMENT provides 
official complaint forms, but 
he said passengers don’t want 
to put their names to anything 
official. 

The food aboard the ferry 
vessels is terrible, he said. 

“Eating in the restaurant 
was part of the beautiful trip, 
but what w’e have now is 
nothing but a soup kitchen.” 

One of the cooks said he no 
longer was a cook. 

“I’m a busboy. I took a 
course in cooking, but what 
for? ’To be a busboy now, to 
clean tables.” 

He shot a broadside at 
Davis, accusing the minister 
of spreading rumors. 

“HE SAID we (the cooks) 
earned $20,000 a year. None of 
us made more than $13,000 
last year.” 

He gave an example about 
the devastated morale: 

“Every ship used to have a 
baseball team. There was a 
real spirit of competition 
and a high morale in the 
crews, but that’s all gone 
now ... no moane baseball 
teams.” 

He said because of the un¬ 
certain future, the staff is 
frustrated and on edge all the 
time. 

Another employee used to 
be an intermediate steward in 
the dining room days. When 
the dining rooms were closed 
down, he became a ticket 
agent. Now he’s a garbage 
man aboard ship. 

“It’s unreal what they do to 
you. 'They slowly grind you 
down,” he said. 

ANOTIIER cook-busboy 
said management had de¬ 
manded better food or tlie 
cafeterias would be closed. 

“How do you Improve TV 
dinners? 'Ihat’s all we serve 
here. It comes aboard frozen 
and we just heat it up,” he 
said. 

'The frozen-and-thawed fare 
Friday included fried chicken 
leg for $2.75, salmon steak for 
$3.75, clam chowder for 90 
cents, hot beef sandwich for 
$2.75 and a side order of chips 
for 50 cents. 

Public opinion, the crew 


•ays, has been turned against 
feny worirers by "irresponsi¬ 
ble statements” from the min¬ 
ister. 

IHE GASHIEBS appear to 
take the brunt of it. One of 
them said she was told by a 
woman paying fta* her food: 
“You grt everything you de¬ 
serve.” 

In respons e , she wilted the 
woman a nice day. as she 
does with every customer fil¬ 
ing 1^ her cashier’s booth. 


Many of the employees 
were demoted. They get the 
same pay. but wxm’t be eligi¬ 
ble for a raise until the salary 
of their new, lower-paid posi¬ 
tions catches up with theirs. 

But it isn’t the money that 
has caused the frustration or 
the shattered morale — it’s 
the blow to their pride. 

“When this government 
started to save money, they 
stupiied caring about people,” 
said one. 

TEU. us to be glad 


we got a Job; what about 
pride in the job we were 
trained to do?” he asked. 

The crew members aren’t 
the only ones wriho have lost 
confidence in the ferry ser¬ 
vice. 

All of the passengers inter¬ 
viewed said they missed the 
dining rooms. Most crifieized 
the food and all were still up 
in arms over the sharp in¬ 
crease in farw. Tariffs were 
doubled on June 1. 

George Dobson of Oiilli- 


wack said he had lived on 
Vancouver Island, but 1^ be¬ 
cause he didn’t want to pay 
the fares every time he went 
to the mainland. 

“I paid $44 for myself, two 
kids, my car and a trailer to 
get off the Island; that’s high¬ 
way robbery,** Dobson said. 

Hi; SAID he had to stand in 
line for half an hour once to 
get a cup of coffee. To phase 
out the dining tooitib, he said, 
was “stupid.” 


On one recent trip, Dobson 
said, he had to get a ham¬ 
burger rewarmed twice be¬ 
cause it w’as cold by the time 
he reached the table. 

During busy periods, it 
takes up to 25 minutes to 
reach the food and another 10 
minutes to get to the cashier 
with it "By the time passen¬ 
gers reach the table with 
their food it is often ccM. 

’Two yoiBig men were play¬ 
ing one of the electronic 
games and pinball machines 


that are now sprouting on 
every B.C. Ferries vessel. 
They, too, said they used to 
eat in the restaurant “once in 
a while when we wanted to 
splurge after a skiing trip.” 

The two, Robert Camithers 
and Gordon McBJillan of Vle- 
toxla, said the food they got 
now was worse than ever be¬ 
fore and more expensive. 

L. P. OOX, also of Victoria, 
said breakfasts were really 


“The service and the food 
jUBt isn’t what it used to be.’* 
he said. 

The staff says it’s a small 
wonder the service has deteiv 
orated. 

“There has been rou^y a 
30 per cent cuftaek in staff 
and the rest have been ao 
shabbily treated that it’s get¬ 
ting from bad to worse,” one 
crew member said. 

“People are so bitter that 
B.C. Ferriee will never be ihe 
same again.” said another.

PORT ALBERNI — High¬ 
ways Minister Alex Fraser 
has again adx ised tbe Albemi- 
Clayoquot Regional District 
that his department will not 
undertake the upgrading or 
maintenance of the access 
road to the Mt. Arrowsmith 
ski developmeht here. 

His letter, received at the 
last regional district meeting, 
resulted from a tour of In¬ 
spection of the road by the 
department’s district manag¬ 
er in early August. 

His eetimate was that im¬ 
provement of the road only in 
its worst portions would cost 
some $120,000. which could be 
reduced to $50,000 by the use 
of equipment and manpower. 
f)rovided by Arrowsmith Rec¬ 
reation Ltd., the ski €uaa dev¬ 
elopers. 

SUCH IMPROVEMENTS 
would not bring the road up to 
highways department stan¬ 
dards. however, Fraser said, 
and "we would not be pre¬ 
pared to take it over and 
maintain it as a public road." 

Due to "current severe re¬ 
straints.” the department 
would not as well commit any 
funds "for improvement and 
upgrading’’ any sections of 
the road. The only action the 
department would take would 
be to provide an unspecified 
grant to the ski club for 
winter maintenance. 

AFTER A MOTION to re¬ 
ceive, regional manager How¬ 
ard’ McLean, who is also 
mayor of Port Alberni, made 
a verbal re[X)rt on a meeting 
he had had. in company with 
city aldermen Alice Chiko and 
Bryon Latham, with the high¬ 
ways department in Victoria 
on the same matter. 

"To put it bluntly, we got 
exactly nowhere,” McLean

The psychiatrist treating 
Theresa Anne Worth in Eric 
Martin Institute in 1973 Urid 
B.C Supreme Ctaurt in Vic¬ 
toria Monday Miss Worth con¬ 
sistently denied she intended 
to kill herself. 

Dr. Alexander Stewart was 
testifymg in a suit for dam¬ 
ages. alleging negligence, 
brought ^ Miss Worth 
against himself, her personal 
physician Dr. Diane Grait. 
EM nurse Peggy GaUimore 
and Royal JiAiilee Hospital, of 
which EM is part. 

Nhss Worth leaped from the 
second fkxnr roof garden at 
EIMI Nov. 2, 1973. when she 
was 23. She became paralyzed 
in both legs. 

Harvey Grey, counsel tor 
the two doctors, asked 
Stevvart if Miss Worth had 
ever commented to him as to 
whether on Nov. 2 she had in¬ 
tended to commit suicide or 
injure herself. 

He reiriied that "consistent¬ 
ly" Miss Worth denied, from 
Oct. 24 after she was admit¬ 
ted to Royal Jidnlee from an 
overdose of a sleeping pill 
called placidyl. that she in¬ 
tended to commit suicide and 
said she was "just trying to 
elope from the hospital.** 

Asked if he believed her, he 
replied *|ycs.’* 

Earlier in his testimony, he 
said he “never" considered 
her an elopement risk. She 
had wanted to leave the hospi¬ 
tal "with medical advice, to 
be discharged Ipom hospital.** 

He said signs of elopem«it 
usually included a patient 
saying he or she would run 
away, or make an attempt to 
elope. 

"At no time did that 
occur," he said. "At no time 
was there any evidence she 
would run away." 

"It was totally unforeseen," 
he said. 

Stewart said he received a 
phone vail from Dr. Grant 
Oct. 24 saying she had Miss 
Worth as a patient who was 
addicted to placidyl and want¬ 
ed his opinion as to whether 
Miss Worth was a danger to 
herself. 

.After a consultation with 
Miss Worth at hospital, in 
which her personal hack- 
ground was discussed, 
Stewart said it was his opin¬ 
ion she was suffering a severe 
depressive reaction from the 
placidyl addiction. 

"I was conc^ed she was a 
risk to herself because of re¬ 
curring depressions," he said, 
adding that anyone with a 
placidyl addiction wa.s "play¬ 
ing Russian toulette with 
their lives." 

He informed Miss Worth of 
the dangers of her addiction, 
that "we'd try to get irrto her 
feelings," to wean her from 
her addiction and introduce 
her to a sleep program to see 
that she could sleep without 
drugs. 

He said he also outlined to 
her what was involved in 
group therapy sessions which 
she would be attending but 
these would not begin imme¬ 
diately. 

"Unfortunately." he said, 
she wander^ into an inten¬ 
sive feelings release group 
Oct. 25 which he was conduct¬ 
ing for a specially-selected 
group of out-patients. 

This is the group Miss 
Worth has referred to as a 
".scream group" but she was 
never intended to be part of 
that, he said. 

He saw her Oct. 26 and she 
was "upset” at waiting 
around to become involved in 
her program and she sought a 
pass to go out and get some 
clothes. 

.»"We agreed she would have 
a pass on Friday and over the 
weekend.” the passes on the 
subsequent days to depend on 
her success. 

He then got a phone call 
from Dr. Grant who told him 
the woman's mother .had 
phoned to say Miss Worth 
"might take more placidyl" 
while out and "probably 
would not return to the 
ward." 

Stewart said he and Dr. 
Grant agreed the passes 
would be discontinued "on the 
basis of this new information. 
It was purely on that basis— 
that she might not come 
back." 

On Oct. 27, he said he re- 
cen-ed a letter from Miss 
Worth saying she wanted to 
be discharged from hospital. 

On Oct. 29, they talked 
about the cancelled passes. 
He explained the reason, and 
she said she was "very worri¬ 
ed" about being in E^MI and 
"frightened" if she had to go 
to psychiatric intensive care 
ward and Riverview Hospital 
but he was able to calm her 
fears. 

On Oct. 30, she attended her 
first group and was "quite ex¬ 
uberant" and even said "at 
last I am finding myself, this 
therapy is for me." 

Stewart was to continue his 
testimony when the case, 
being heard by Justice Kirke 
Smith, resumes this morning.

Garden Notes 


As a lazy gardener and a 
natural4)om procrastinator. I 
have been putting off the 
of digging up the houseplants 
which have been spending 
their summer holidays out-^ 
doors and potting them up to 
bring in for the winter. The 
danger of night frosts is in¬ 
creasing, though, and I’m 
afraid I’ll have to get crack¬ 
ing and tackle this unpleasant 
chore. 

The first part of the Job Is 
always the worst—getting 
down the old. dirt-encrusted 
flower pots from a shelf in the 
garage and scrubbing them. 
Every year I maka a solemn 
vow to clean than up befcHe 
putting them away, but with 
all the pressure of simng 
work, it never gets done, and 
of course the job is twice as 
hard in the fall after the dirt 
has dried on hard. 

Some folks can’t see the 
sense in washing flower pots 
when you’re only going to 
dirty them op again with soil, 
tut I can assure you that en¬ 


crusted spots on the inside 
walls of the pots can set up 
all kinds of obscure aiknents 
in your plants. 

I am permitted—under 

protest—to use the laundry 
tubs in the basement for this 
garden dishwashing chore.' 
and I use nice sudsy water 
almost hot enough to parboil 
my hands. A! little househtdd 
disinfectant is added to the 
water to kill off any pest 
or disease spores. 

For scrubbing both clay and 
plastic pots, I have yet to find 
anything better than a little 
round brush used normally, I 
believe, for scrubbing vegeta¬ 
bles. 

I don’t suppose any man 
feels paiticulaily heroic while 
washing dishes with an apron 
tied around his middle. When 
the pantywaist aspect ol laun¬ 
dering Gower pots bothers 
me. though. I console myself 
with the thought that the 
great Luther Burbank hims^ 
started his hmUcultural ca¬ 
reer scrubbing pots in a com¬ 
mercial greenbtxise. 


In selecting which pot feu* 
which plant, I have become a 
great believer in picking one 
which appears to be just 
about one size too small. 
True >ou have to water your 
houseplants more frequently, 
but in a smallish pot filled 
with active roots, the soil 
never has a chance to become 
stagnant and waterlogged, 
you get better aeration and 
more vigtmxis root action. 
Many a gloxinia or begonia 
has dropped its buds and 
many an African violet has 
lost its outer leaves as a re¬ 
sult of soggy, sour soil in a 
too-large pot. 

The difference is not obvi¬ 
ous in foliage plants, but with 
fiowering plants, they seem to 
be in a much bigger hurry to 
produce their blooms when 
their toes are pinched in a pot 
just a trifle too small for com¬ 
fort. 

In a big, roomy pot, they 
tend to go all fat and lazy, 
making lots of leaves but not 
much in the way of flowers. 
Geraniums are pwiiculariy 


responsive to this treatment, 
blowing sooner and much 
more profusely when their 
roots are just slightly 
cramped. 

Another little trick in pot¬ 
ting up houseplants is to put 
about an iiKh of gravel in the 
bottom of the pot. I scrounged 
a bucketful of nice clean 
gravel from the road gang ihe 
last time they were patching 
the road out in front of our 
house, and I wouldn’t dream 
of potting up any kind of a 
plant without this drainage 
layer in the bottom. Where 
gravel isn’t available, bits of 
brcricen earthenware flower 
pots will serve the same pur¬ 
pose. 

Not that gravel or baked 
clay have any magic proper¬ 
ties contributing to better 
growth—it is simply insur¬ 
ance against careless or im¬ 
proper watering. With the 
gravel layer, an overdose of 
water can find its way out of 
the pot without souring the 
soil.

A col¬ 
umn wouldn’t come—I must 
have tossed away a dozen 
strained and wo^n para¬ 
graphs, until I finally gave up 
in disgust and grimly at¬ 
tacked a stack of letters on 
my desk. 

I drove home early, 
changed to slacks and a T- 
shirt, sprawled on the couch, 
and listened to a Mozart di¬ 
vertimento on the phono- 
gn^h. In a quarter-hour, the 
face of the world had changed 
for me. Not aspirin, nor li¬ 


quor, nor any of the tradi¬ 
tional opiates coi^ have ac¬ 
complished this. 

My annoyances shriveled 
down to their true petty di¬ 
mensions. In the limpid realm 
or Mozart’s spirit, the food 
and the weather and the 
crowds shrunk into insignifi¬ 
cance. Time and space fell 
away, and I felt immensely 
purged of the slow accumula¬ 
tion of the poisons of daily liv¬ 
ing. 

This thera[)eutic effect of 
good music (and of all the 
arts, to some degree) is the 
result of a deep hunger in 
man’s nature that cannot long 
go unsatisfied. When it does, 
we suffer spiritual malnutri¬ 
tion, although we usually call 


it by tome other meaningless 
name. 

We call it ^’boredom” or 
“anxiety” or “tension” and 
we seek release by pills or 
powders, by a desperate sort 
of gaiety, or by plunging into 
some strenuous physical ac¬ 
tivity that includes fatigue 
and then sh^xx*. 

But the hunger remains un¬ 
satisfied, deny it though we 
may. The bad music excites 
us. but cannot exalt us; the 
pills dull the pain, but the 
poisons remain; the alcoholic 
frenzy creates more tensions 
than it eases. All are futile at¬ 
tempts to make us forget our 
tempts to make us forget 
our^ves. 

This is our mistake. Man 


cannot achieve peace by for¬ 
getting himself, but only by 
remembering who and what 
he is. Not as a name, or a 
face, or a social security 
number, but as a person wlv> 
shares, in some measure, the 
spirit that animated Miche¬ 
langelo and Shakespeare and 
Mozart. 

When we lose this largeness 
of view, when we tonget our 
distinctive divinity (Imperfect 
though it is), then we fall vic¬ 
tim to our time and place and 
circumstance, and take our¬ 
selves too seriously In the 
wrong way. It is the paradox 
of human existence that only 
we learn to soar above our¬ 
selves can we really sec %%’ho 
we are, and glory in this 
knowledge.

Uproar in camp

The fate <rf the B.C. Ferries 
depends on the whim of one 
man — Transport Minister 
Jack Davis. 

TTus is the contention of 
union officials who say it’s en¬ 
tirely up to Davis ^iiether the 
ferries run hopelessly 
aground on labor problems, or 
find smooth passage as a 
crown corporatiun in the fu¬ 
ture. 

A meeting last Tuesday 
with management eased a re¬ 
newed threat of walkouts, the 
officials say, but didn’t entire¬ 
ly remove it. 'The meeting 
was called following a Cblo- 
nist story last Sunday that ex¬ 
plored the explosive situatkm. 

THE MORALE of the feny 
workers has been shattered 
not only by labor problems 
associated with a money-sav¬ 
ing change in the operation, 
but also by the attitude of the 
minister, a union spokesman 
said Saturday night. 

'T don’t know if the min¬ 
ister was misquoted or misin¬ 
formed. but it didn’t do any¬ 
thing but hurt the situation 
when he was quoted last week 
as saying a hxrmer cook was 
earning $22,000 or $23,000 a 
year directing traffic on the 
car deck,” said Leo Gray, 

Gray, business agent for the 
unlicensed marine services 
component of the B.C. Gov¬ 
ernment Employees’ Union, 
proved it would be impossible 
for a cook or any other unli¬ 


censed officer to earn any¬ 
thing close to that amount. 

“'There is going to be a 
crown corporation set up soon 
for the ferries and both the 
government and the em¬ 
ployees want to make it a suc¬ 
cess,” Gray said. “For this 
reason it behooves all of us. 
employees, management and 
gov’emment to work at it, 

“IT ALSO behooves man¬ 
agement and government to 
give moral suppcwt to the peo¬ 
ple who work in the senice. 
Until now it has been ferry 
employees’ head-bashing day 
every other Tuesday. 

•'We suggest to the minister 
that if he wants the support of 
the employees, then he had 
better support the employees. 
If he's prepared to sit down 
and work with us. than we 
can make a go of it t(«ether 
as a crown corporation.” 

The reference to tha .$^,000 
to .$23,000 wage came as union 
officials said they were hard 
pressed to prevent job action 
by frustrate employees. The 
officials said it only added to 
the danger. 

It wasn’t* the first time 
Davis has been accused of 
misinforming the public about 
the duties and earning power 
of the ferry workers. 

Figures produced by Gray 
show that even the chief cook 
- highest paid of the unli¬ 
censed crew members 
earned $964 a month or 
$11,568 a year befweeen April 
1. 1974, and April 1. 1975. 


ON APRH. I, 1975, the rate 
yvent up to $1,154 q. ixionth and 
a coatrof-living increase in Oc¬ 
tober of the same year put it 
at $1490, providing what 
Gray said was w avenge 
annual wage between 1975 and 
1S76 of |14,0C4. 

“It should be noted that 
there was overtime and that 
this was compulsory over¬ 
time. Those on the Departure 
Bay-Horseshoe Bay run 
worked compulsory llMiuur 
days for some time,” Gray 
said. “At most, this would 
have added S3.000 to the earn¬ 
ings of the chief cook giving 
him a maximum of about 
$17,000. 

“And since it isn’t even a 
chief cook in question, the 
$11,000 to $23,000 wage story 
is a long way from the truth. 
This kind of thing is e.xtreme- 
ly unfair.” 

Similar figures Im- the 
third-class cook <the clas¬ 
sification the imion is sure 
Davis was talking about! 
show an average earning of 
$11,748 for last year. Gray 
said overtime would have 
brought this up to a ma.\- 
imum of less than $14,000. 

“I DEFV the minister. I 
defy management, I defy any- 
«)ne to produce an unlicens^ 
terry employee who earned 
$22,000,’” he said. In a com¬ 
ment pimed at a variety of 
peofjle. Gray said: “The trou¬ 
ble is there are too many peo¬ 
ple ofjening their mouths and 
letting their stomachs rumble 


about wages and working c<xi- 
ditions - people who don’t 
know what thej'’re talking 
about.” 

HE 'TOOK an extra shot at 
Vancouver radio hotliner Jack 
Webster, calling him a 
“$200.000-a-year openline so¬ 
cialist who is always malign¬ 
ing ferry workers and wdio 
also doesn’t know wbat he is 
talking about” 

Gray wasn’t surprised by 
some of the findings of a sur¬ 
vey taken Friday among pas¬ 
sengers and crew members 
on a return ferry trip from 
Swartz Bay. 

He said he could understand 
why passoigers were un¬ 
happy with the removal of the 
diningrooms and the fotxl 
choice that now exists. 

“It's all pre-prepared food 
now,” he said. “Fiir instance, 
the clam chowder is all frozen 
and arrives on board in big 
plastic packages. It has to be 
defrosted. 

“BEFORE THE change, 
the cooks used to make their 
own and it was some of the 
best to be found.” 

The reduction in crew size 
as a cost-cutting measure has 
left the ferries without the 
cOstomary cleanliness of 
washroom and other facilities, 
Gray said. 

“A» far as we re concerned 
the facilities are not nearly as 
clean, and that is a sad point. 
The British Columbia ferries- 
w’ere the cleanest in the world 
— not anymore."

“That root cause is the 
existing magnitude of * the 
Asian and African population 
and the certainty of the wn- 
tinuing future increase in that 
population, pro|X)rtionately to 
the rest, which is inherent in 
its present magnitude and 
composition.

He suggested Trudeau's 
comments were “not for Ca¬ 
nadian consun\i)tion, but for 
consumption by the Liberal 
party.” 

Great expense 

The federal bilingual pro¬ 
gram has operated at great 
expense with little success, he 
said, and taxpayei^ a 

right to be resentful about It. 

There were numerous other 
important issues which should 
take precedence over bllln’- 
guaMsm in Canada, the pre¬ 
mier said. 

Bennett, who returned this 
week from a two-day pre¬ 
miers’ conference in Toronto, 
said a bilingualism program 
should apply differently in 
various regions across the 
country. 

A bilingualism program in 
B.C.. for exam[)le. shouldn’t 
be apfdied in the same man¬ 
ner as it would in Quebec, he 
said, and a rigid over-all pir>- 
gram for the country w’ouldn’t 
work. 

Concept okay 

B.C. agrees with the con¬ 
cept of a dual-language cul¬ 
ture. he said, but “we Just 
don’t have a large group of 
people whose mother tongue 
is French within the bounda¬ 
ries of British Columbia.” 

It would be unfair to the 
ta.xpayer. therefore, to spend 
the exorbitant amounts of 
money on bilingualism firo- 
gi'ams in B.C. when the mo¬ 
ney oould be better used in a 
province with more French- 
speaking Canadians, the pre¬ 
mier said.

resignation of his agricultui'e 
secretary Monday and told re- 
I)orters |»arting with* Earl 
Butz was “one of the saddest 
decisions of my presidency.” 

'The reat^atlon followed a 
weekend of controversy^ over 
an obscene racial slur uttered 
last August fc^lowing the Re¬ 
publican National Convention 
and traced to Butz last week. 

The episode has become an 
issue in Ford’s election cam¬ 


paign and bniughl numerous 
demands from politicians in 
both parties that But/- be 
fired. 

Democratic presidential n<»- 
minee Jimmy Carter, cam- 
paignmg in Denver, said Butz 
shqqtj^ have been fired imme- 
dlately^and that Ford’s han¬ 
dling of the situation shows 
lack of leadership.

In a Judgment Monday, Mr. Justice James Mac¬ 
donald dismissed one application to have the bylaw 
quashed and another to have three buildings re¬ 
moved from the demcdition freeze. . 

City officials were delighted. They had been 
confident the bylaw would be upheld, hut they 
weren’t sure whether its retroactivity was legal. 


*‘We knew" we weie right; now we know it was 
legal,” Aid. Murray GHazier said in an interview. 

The case was heard in the supreme court in 
Vancouver on Sept. 9. Action was Initiated by the 
owners of propeities at 159 Cook and 1040-1042 
Linden. 

Ihe Cook Street property, known as Hampton 
Court, is owned by E. and J. Muiphy Ltd. of l^c- 
toria; the Linden Avenue properties were purchased 
by Krieger and Strieker Co. Ltd. 


In both cases, demolition permits had .been 
issued before city council declaied the emergency 
bylaw. 

The bylaw will protect 77 heritage homes until 
Dec. 1, 1^6. By that time, the dty hopes to have 
pixnincial approval of individual hylaws declaring 
the homes heritage structures.
